ORDERS BY GOVERNMENT. 


The Honorable the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council taking into consideration the neces. 
sity of fixing certain ratesand rules respect. 
ing Deputatian Allowances, Leaves of Abe. 
sence and Travelling Charges, has been please 
ed to resolve that the following be published 
in the Government Gazette for general ine 
formation and guidance :=— 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCES. 
Officers, not in any Civil employ, who 
may be deputed to take charge of any Civil 
situation, shall be entitled to draw the one. 
‘half of the allowances attached to that 
situation. 

. Officers, who are deputed to act at a 
distauce from their own station, shall receive 
oue-half of. the salary of the Ofce of which 
they havetaken charge. 

Officers continuing in their own Office, yet 
takmg charge of some other within their 
District, shall draw one-fourth of the salary 
attached to that other Offce, retaining at the 
same time the whole of their own. 

Exclusively. of the above, other Officers 
may be occasionally deputed on Commis. 
sions and various other duties of a tem. 
porary nature. In these cases, Government 
will decide on the temporary allowances 
which such Officers will receive; withvut 
laying it down as an invariable rule, 12 
Rupees per diem will in general be granted 
for Officers employed on such deputation. ”

Residents to be allowed to use the Gov.

sand men. ‘Ehv reports of the succeeding. 


days left no doubt of its being his intention 
to move forward; and on the 14th I learned 
from the Baron d’Eroles and Golonel Man. 
zo, that besides collecting all he could 
from (he garrisons, he had been joined by 
Decaen with 6000 men. 

In consequence of this intelligence, 1 
suspended all operations for the siege of 
Tarragona, except (he-making of fascines, 
and landed neither artillery nor stores. 

There was no position on the Gaya, as I 
bad in. my former letter supposed.“ There 
are only two carriageable roads across it, but 
they are ata distance of ten miles from 
each ether. The river having no water 
in it, and being only impassable from (he 
steepness of its banks, is passable for in= 
fantry every where. A corps placed in the 
centre could not reach either flank in time 
to prevent the passage of the enemy. 
Gen. Whittingham, whom 1 had sent with 
his corps to tie Cols of San Christina and 
Liebra, reported them not to be defensite 
with so small a force as we could allot to 
this object. 

F had intended to have pushed on to the 
Llobregat. Suchet’sarmy wasat one time 
divided. between Barcelona and Villa 
Franca, and itsenvirons, A rapid move- 


ment might possibly have enabled me to. 
fall separately upon his advanced corps, 
and to obtain possessìion of the ridge of 
mountains on this side the Llobregat before 


he could have timeto bring up his troops 


from Barcelana.. I could not execute this 
movement before being joined by Sarsfield, 
and previously Suchet had concentrated his 
force in V illa Fraacaand its neighbourhood. 
Suchet's force has been variously reported; 
from 20 to 25,000 men. 
The immediate vicinity of. Tarragona 
offered a very good position in itself, but it 


may be completely turned by an enemy 


who, crossing the Cols, should approach 
Tarragona by Valls and Reus. 

On the 14th Suchet moved a large corps 
upon Alta Fulla, butthe road being. close 
to the beach, the gun-boats prevented him 
from passing, if such were his intention. … 

On the 15th he drove back the posts on 
the Cols of San Christina and Llebra, and 
afterwards forced the corps at Brasias' by 


which they weresuppoïted, toretire. His 


whole army marched. by this route. 

Upon Suchet’s continuing to advante 
towards Tarragona, | resolved upon retirs 
ing in the night, and the army arrived here 
this mornifg without any doss, and withe 


‘out receiving any molestation from the 


enemy. Ìf there had been any fair chance 

of success, [ would havé given them battle, 
Hospitalet, August 19, 1813.

notered the enemy’s column, which was 
advancing upon Valls. As soon as we 
began to retire, the enemy followed us 

both witkr cavalry and infantry, and a 
squadron ef the 4th Hussars pressed clöses 
ly vponour rear-guard, formed by Capt. 

Wulfeu’s troop of the Brunswick Hussars, 
and attempted to charge and overpower it. 
The enemy was opposed each time with 
determined spirit aud resolution ; and Capt. 

Ericheson, with his troop, being sent to 
the support of-Capt. Wuifen, the emwemy 
were driven back, with the loss of one ofhe 
cer killed, another oteer wounded, and 
between 20 and 30 men left sabred on the 
field. Sixteen prisoners and 11 horses felt 
into our hands. 1 had sincere pleasure in 
observing the spirit displayed by the 
officers aud men vf the Bruuswick Huse 
Sars. 
_ Lieutenant-Colonel Schrader, atall times 
zealous, was particularly useful oa this 
occasion in restrainiug the impetuosity of 
his men. 

Circumstanced as we were, with a strong 
column of the enemy far advanced upon 
our right flank, and two battalions of in- 
fantry (as Ì was informed by the Prisoners) 
upon our left and rear, and in an inclosed 
country, [did not deem it prudent to pure 
sue the advantage we had gained.

last, a fatal affray tovk place at Carvach,

there, None of these, however, were 
present on this occasions the meditated 
vengeance was, therefore likely to fall 
tpon the heuse aud its owner, and upon 
the various insignia Ueposited there, as 
characteristic ot the associations they 
represerited. Fortunately, the landlord 
of the heuse got some previous intimation 
òf the visit intended him,a few friends 
were privately introduced, who were pres 
pared to assist in the entertainment of so 
toany guests, and if necessary, (o give 
thema warm recepiton. The assailants, 
being individually decoreted with the 
distinguished badge of a white handkere 
chief tied round the middle of the body, 
were not slack iu theìr apprgaches, little 
dreaming, it woult appear, of (he pree 
parations, that awaited (iem. On the 
attack coMmencing, sevetalshiits were 
fired over theit heads, the contents oe 
which whisted ‘among the trees behin 
them, whose fugitive branches indicated 
that they ‘were not blank cartridges. As 
usual, however, this forbeararce only 
tended to. exagperate the mob. The pies 
ces were then develled to do execution, 
Several then tp mediately tell and à gener 
flight and pursuit conimnenced, . H is said 
three persons were killed on the spat, and 
several others have since died of their 
wounds. Next day a large body of Ore 
angemen aud Freeentascus assembled 
from the adjacent country and villages, 
trim phantiy peraded the streets of Gare 
vagh, without the shadow of opposition, 
Such istie account ‘we have received of 
{iis disgracëful outidge upon the laws of 
tbe céùntry, and úpon the peace aud good 
order of society.

On Wedriesday, the 28th instant, a 
meeting of the inhabitants of Belfast took 
place, in pursuance of a requisition acte 
dressed to fhe Sovereign, for the purpose 
of inquiring into the causes of the clisurre 
bances, which kad been attended with 
such «lisgracetul outrages, on the 12h 
July last, the anniversary of the battle of 
the Boyne, and the annual festival of the 
Orangemen. 

The Sovereign, T. Merner, Esq. have 
ing taken the Chair, read the reqtusitions 
but before the business of (he meeting wäs 
procceeded upon, the Rev. Mr. May, ob- 
gected to it altogether. The fatal con- 
sequences of the disturbanees that had 
produced the meeting, had been made the 
ground of a prosecution for murder, against 
three persons, now in the gaol of Care 
rickfergus; and it will be tmproper te 
lake any step affecting the case of those 
persons Ell their trial should be over. 
Ar. May therefore, maved an adjournment, 
which was seconded by Colonel Coutson. 

Mr R. Getty opposed the adjournment, 
and wished that the Resoluttons drawn 
up for the occasion should be submiued 
to the consideration of the meeting. 

Mr. J. S. ‘Ferguson stood forwazd ta 
read the Resolutions, the object of which, 
he said, was not inany way to prejudice 
the case of the persons under prosvcution, 
but to prevent a repetition of the lsta 
ontrages, by investigating aud removing 
their causes, t0 pass an amnesty for the 
past, and to secure good order, hermony, 
and tranquillity for the future. 

Mr. May and Cotonel Coulson opposed 
the proceeding on the Resolutions. The 
Sovercign being appealed to, also declar. 
ed himself averse toit; and at length an 
adjournment to Wednesday, the 18th of 
August, was agreed upon by the parties.
